OBITUARY.

*
(ieneral Rebert Wilson,

The 8t, Joseplh (Mo.) Herall records the death In
ihat city of pnenmonia, on the cvening of the #th
instant, of General Robert Wilson, who was bern in
Virginia in 1505, JHis mother was a relative of the
late Hon. William L. Yancey, of Alabama. AS an
early age he removed to Franklin, Mo., and sabge-
quently to I'ayette, In the same State, and of ghat
town he was the first Postmaster., In 1583, belng a
DBrigadier-General in the Btate militia, he was directed
by the Governor to hear and determine all the
gueauunl of dispute between the clulzens and the

[ormons, then residing in Caldwell connty, and this
difficult matter he accomplished to the entire satis-
faction of the people and the authorities of the
State, In 1540 he enterecd vpon the practice of law,
and although a Whig in politics, and llving in a
Democratie district, was elected to the Legislature
in 1544, and again in 1545, In 1554 he was elected to
the State Senate and re-elected in 15388, He
was & good stump speaker, aud in 1560 he made
many able speeches In favor of Ball and
Everett. While in the State Senate he was
the acknowledged leader of the Whigs, and
to his activity and vigilance was duef
In great measure, the defeat of the bill for the sale
of the free negroes in Migsourl., Inothe last Legls-
lature of which he was a member, while Claib,
Jackson was Governor, he opposed and fought to
the end the military bill and every other act of that
body looking to the forcible secession of the State,
As the contest waxed warm, he amd John Scott, of
St, Joseph, with Dr, Morris, of 8t, Louls, and Mr,
Gordon, of Boone, were the only open, outspoken,
fearless U'nion men In the Senate. In 1861 he was
elected to the State Convention called to conslder
the relations of Missourt with the Federal
Government. This Convention was eailed
by the secesslonists, but the Unlon-
ists elected a mnjoril{'" of the delegates, In
the organizstion of that body—the most important
one that was ever held in Missoari, for Ik deposed
the Governor, turned out the State officlals and in-
stalled a provisional government thronghout, with
Hamilton Gamble for dovernor and Willard I, Hall
for Lientenant-Governor—the Unionists voted for
Sterling Price, then an avowed Unlon man, for
President, sna General Wilson for Vice-President.
Both were elected, Sterling Price went off with
Claib, Jackson into the Rebellion, and General Wil-
son became President of the Convention.

Before adjonrning, the conntey was plunged into
civil war, and the two United States Senators,
Waldo P, Johnson and Trusten Polk, having wan-
dered off into the Confederncy, were expelled, and
the Governor appointedl Genernl Wilson to il one of
the vacancies, e took his seat in the Senate of the
United States in 1561 and served till his sucoessor,
Hon B, Gratz Brown, was elected by the Logisla-
ture in December, 1568,
